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No badger cull in Dorset 


Marchers claim a 'huge victory'that cull will not be rolled out into county 


OPPONENTS of the Badger cull marched in 
Dorchester on Saturday to celebrate news that the 
county has not been selected for the next round of 
culls. 

The marchers warned that if the county were to be cho¬ 
sen in the future many would do what they could to defeat 
the process - including taking direct action. 

Some Dorset protestors have already been working with 
others in Somerset and Gloucestershire trying to sabotage 
the culls. 

Dorset for Badger and Bovine Welfare spokesman An¬ 
drew Butler, said he was delighted by the turn-out, esti¬ 
mated by a police officer at around 300. 

“It shows the level of concern at what most think is an 
ill thought-out and 
pointless policy,” he 
said. 

“The fact that the 
badger cull has not 
been rolled out to 
Dorset this year is a 
huge victory for 
everyone who has 
been fighting against 
this insane policy, so 
we felt celebrations 
were in order.

Gloucestershire who face yet another tough summer spent 
protecting badgers. We will be organising teams to go and 
support them during this incredibly stressful but crucial 
time” 

But despite the protest, which remained good-humoured 
and seemed to be well-received by most Dorchester shop¬ 
pers, the county’s NFU members have been pressing for 
a badger cull in Dorset. Many NFU members say they 
face financial ruin because of bovine TB with cattle 
movement restric¬ 
tions in herds and 
the loss of animals 
putting them under 
financial strain. 

Dorset Wildlife 
Trust has been sup¬ 
porting a vaccina¬ 
tion programme 
with its volunteers 
trapping and inocu¬ 
lating badgers on re¬ 
serves it owns 
across the county. 

DOMINIC Dyer But admits that the 



process is costly and has launched a special appeal to 
members and supporters to meet the additional costs. 

Chief Officer of the Badge Trust, Dominic Dyer, said 
the protest should not be seen as ‘anti-farmer’. 

“We have a great deal of sympathy with farmers but 
culling badgers, as has been proved in other countries, is 
not the answer. 

He said the cull made no sense whichever way it was 
looked at - economically he claimed in cost £10million 
in the last year to kill 2,000 animals, a protected species 
and only a small number of those killed had TB. He 
claimed more than 85 per cent were found to be entirely 
healthy. 

“Scientists tell them we could have achieved the exact 
opposite - reinforcing the disease by forcing badgers out 
of their setts. Not only have we caused huge suffering we 
could have made the problem worse for farmers. This 
makes no sense whatsoever; it’s an absolute disgrace and 
the worst farming and environment policy for thirty 
years.” 

He said people would get out into the countryside and 
protest in the streets until the policy was ended: “We will 
make a stand to protect our wildlife which is special to us 
and for future generations as well.” 

The event concluded with a ‘party in the park’ in the Bor¬ 
ough Gardens with stalls, including those offering vegetar¬ 
ian and vegan foods, and a couple of bands. 
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JANE Burt owns The Happy Cupcake Company, 
based in Lyme Regis, with her husband Chris, and 
has just opened a second premises in the town - 
The Blue Sea Cafe on the seafront.

When we opened the shop on Broad Street we felt it 
was better to focus our energy into that to get it estab¬ 
lished and now we also sell a much wider range of 
items, which include ceramics such as Jersey Pottery, 
beautiful homeware and the odd piece of vintage fur¬ 
niture. 

■ WHAT did you do before this? 

I am a Bachelor of Laws and before I had my own busi¬ 
ness I was a local government officer working in the 
legal department at Somerset County Hall in Taunton. I 
enjoyed my job but I much prefer being my own boss 
and working with my husband. 

■ WHAT will your new seafront cafe be offering? 

The new seafront cafe will be called The Blue Sea Cafe 
and will be showcasing my homemade cakes and 
scones, as well as savouries like quiche. We have chosen 
to stock Purbeck ice cream, as this is fabulous quality 
and will use this in our sundaes also. In the summer hol¬ 


idays we are planning to offer a pudding club in the 
evenings to give people the opportunity to try my 
homemade puddings whilst enjoying the magnificent 
location. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I love the compliments I get about my cakes. It's lovely 
that we already have regular customers at the cafe and 
people even coming back a second time in one day be¬ 
cause they enjoyed their cake in the morning so they 
come back for my freshly baked scones in the after¬ 
noon. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite type of cake to bake? 

This would be cherry 
and marzipan cake be¬ 
cause it is my hus¬ 
band's favourite and so 
I enjoy making it for 
him. It is a lovely high 
cherry cake with a 
layer of marzipan 
through the middle 
like a simnel cake. 

■ WHAT are your 
other personal inter¬ 
ests? 

Going on holiday and 
travelling. I love tour¬ 
ing around France, al¬ 
though because we 
can't really holiday in 
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the summer any more we haven't been able to do this 
as often lately. I also love going out for meals and when 
I am on holiday and I'm a keen photographer. We went 
to Barcelona last April and I got some really great shots 
there. 

■ WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I was brought up in a big city so, living here, I love the 
sense of space and the quiet. I have seen dolphins 
swimming in the sea and I can sit up in bed and look at 
the ocean. What more could you want? 

■ WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Personally for me, I think it's missing a proper sports 
complex. Please could I have one? 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Easy! Buy all my children houses and a holiday home in 
the south of France for us, and a big donation to some 
well-deserving charities of course.

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Anniversary plan to make 
almshouses more accessible

History of the Dorchester Almshouses 


A CELEBRATION to mark four centuries of Dorchester 
Almshouses in underway - with an appeal to make the 
main site, at Whetstones, in West Walks, more accessible. 
Trustees were in South Street at the weekend to raise the 
profile of the long-established charity and explain the im¬ 
provement plans. 

Amongst them new Dorchester mayor, Peter Mann, who 
chairs the group: “It’s surprising how many people don’t 
know that Dorchester has almshouses, or where they are, 
which is largely why we are in South Street today,” said 
Mr Mann. 

The Whetstones project includes making the homes more 
accessible by removing many of the steps and replacing 
them with inclined paths. On show on Saturday was a 
model of the proposed garden area with the new pathways 
and opportunities to give to the project funds. 

The garden scheme will include a sensory garden for res¬ 
idents with the creation of an enclosed mobility buggy 
store with charging facilities via a dedicated lift. Improve¬ 
ments are also planned for the garden at Nappers. 

The three Dorchester almshouse charities of Nappers, 
Whetstones and Chubbs, were all founded nearly 400 
years ago and are now mn as a single entity by Dorchester 
Municipal Charities. The charity provides warden-con- 
trolled accommodation to 34 residents in 28 flats. 
Because Whetstones was built on a sloping site in the 
1980s, many of the flats have steep steps to access them 
and with some residents now in their 90s the lack of slop¬ 
ing ramps has been causing problems. 

The redesign project has involved working with West 
Dorset District Council’s Care and Repair Agency and the 
Dorset County Council Greenwood Independent Living 
Centre to eliminate as many steps as possible and to de¬ 
velop level access to the garden and many of the flats. 
Students from Kingston Maurward College have also 
been helping. 

The work has been given planning permission by West 
Dorset District Council and has also been passed by Eng¬ 
lish Heritage. 

The trustees have already committed £10,000 from the 
charities limited resources - with an extra £50,000 needed 
to be raised. 


A FIRE in 1613 consumed much of Dorchester includ¬ 
ing 170 houses. The vicar of the time, John White, a 
well-known puritan minister, saw the inferno as a sign 
that the parishioners of Dorchester needed to be 
more generous. As a result, in 1614, John Whetstones, 
a wealthy merchant, bequeathed £500 in land for an 
almshouse for four married couples. The following 
year Sir Robert Napper of Middlemarsh left money for 
an almshouse for ten poor men and his wish was car¬ 


ried out the following year by his son Nathaniel. This 
almshouse was originally in Nappers Mite, South 
Street, a well-known local historical landmark. Then 
in 1620 Matthew Chubb and his wife Margaret be¬ 
tween them bequeathed £400 to house 10 poor 
women in premises in North Square. Between the 
two World Wars, the management of all three charities 
were combined into a single body, the Dorchester 
Municipal Charities

On-street parking review 
finds 'one size doesn't fit all 7 


A REVIEW of on-street parking 
schemes across Dorset has agreed 
that one size doesn’t fit all. 

A policy development panel set 
up by Dorset County Council ex¬ 
amined the issue following feed¬ 
back from towns that were being 
considered for the scheme. 

And now a new set of criteria 
will be used to consider whether 
on-street parking is right for an 
area, on a case-by-case basis. 

The county council is responsi¬ 
ble for all public roads, streets and 
pavements, except for the major 
trunk roads that are managed by 
the Highways Agency. On-street 
parking schemes can help to re¬ 
duce congestion and increase the 
number of spaces available for 
visitors in busy town centres. 

The cross-party panel of coun¬ 


cillors established that there were 
benefits from well designed 
schemes in appropriate locations. 

But they have agreed a number 
of principles for the county coun¬ 
cil to use when looking to apply 
on-street pay and display parking 
in a particular area. 

The main condition is that pay¬ 
ing for parking on the street will 
be used only when there is a 
clearly defined problem to solve. 
This could be traffic congestion, 
or issues with the availability of 
parking in the town. 

Another key step is to make sure 
that local communities and coun¬ 
cils are involved in the process, 
and that their needs and concerns 
are met by the scheme. 

Councillor Bill Trite, chairman 
of the policy development panel, 


said: “On-street pay and display 
will not be introduced purely as a 
source of income for the council. 
There must be a distinct problem 
to solve, where pay and display 
would be an appropriate solution. 

“To produce a scheme that 
solves a local issue, we need to 
understand local needs, conditions 
and concerns. One size does not 
fit all.” 

Each scheme will be reviewed 
after a year to make sure it has 
achieved the desired result. Alter¬ 
ations can be made at this stage to 
fine tune the scheme. 

Towns will now be evaluated 
and prioritised using this new set 
of criteria.

AN incredible 692 people took part in the 26th Great 
Dorset Beach Clean last month, filling 851 bags with rub¬ 
bish from 25 beaches across the county.

The number of bags collected this year was 23 per cent 
more than during 2013’s spring beach clean, and 65 per 
cent more than 2012’s. 

Families, individuals, community groups and local busi¬ 
nesses joined forces to clear the beaches ready for the 
summer. A beachmaster was on hand at each location to 
give out rubbish bags, gloves and instructions. Volunteers 
were rewarded for their efforts with discounted refresh¬ 
ments at several local cafes, pubs and restaurants. 

There were a few odd items found among the everyday 
litter. These included a big chunks of metal and a rather 
crushed bicycle, an iron girder, a burnt-out mattress, a 
plastic washing basket and a bath tub. 

Jenny Penney, co-ordinator of the Great Dorset Beach 
Clean, said: “I’m overwhelmed with this year’s response 
by volunteers. It’s tremendous that so many people gave 
their time to help to clean up the beaches along the coast¬ 
line. I would like to thank everyone for coming, despite 
some appalling weather, and for their fantastic efforts on 
the day. A special thanks also to our sponsors the Jurassic 
Coast Tmst and Virador.”

And it was the chance to try new ales which tempted 
local Campaign for Real Ale members to be amongst the 
first visitors to the Weymouth Avenue premises. 

"The attraction of this new pub is that it brews its own 
beer in the specially built microbrewery at the front," says 
CAMRA spokesman Michel Hooper-Immins, "so there 
will always be something different and distinctive to 
drink.

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Birley birthday concert 

A BIRTHDAY celebration of some of the music of the 
Dorset composer Rick Birley, will be held this week¬ 
end -to mark his 60th. 

It takes place on Saturday, May 24th at 7.30pm in 
St Mary's Church, Dorchester. 

With the help of scores of performers, a selection 
of works, most of which have not been heard in pub¬ 
lic before will staged. 

Spanning over three decades they include works 
for Ensemble, with soloists Abbi Temple (soprano), 
Matthew Ward (violin) and Sally Flann (’cello). Abbi 
will also be accompanied by pianist Duncan Honey- 
bourne on the concert Steinway, in settings of six 
poems by Thomas Hardy. Duncan will also play the 
first movement of a Piano Sonata written for him 
originally when he was a student at Weymouth Col¬ 
lege, and Four Preludes which he recently recorded 
in the magnificent Birley Centre in Eastbourne. 

The ensemble, led by Christina Scott, will be di¬ 
rected by Matthew Hardy from London, a young 
protege of Richard Dickins of Imperial College. 

Several of the works to be played and sung will 
have a folksong element, both British, French, and 
South American. This latter Suite of 5 Pieces is the 
composer's examination of latin dance forms, with 
a dazzling, virtuoso solo violin part (Matthew Ward).

“I am hoping that for the next six months 
we can get the three extra buses that First of¬ 
fered and that the county council will pay for 
it, but all parties need to work together to 
find a better solution for the villagers.

HUNDREDS of thousands of people from all 
over the country and abroad are following the 
lives of a pair of bam owls and their chicks 
on a Weymouth webcam. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust (DWT) say public re¬ 
sponse to the return of its much loved 24-hour 
barn owl webcam following Bob and Brenda 
as they rear their young at the Lorton Mead¬ 
ows nature reserve has been “fantastic”. 

DWT added that 2013 saw the worst breed¬ 
ing season for the barn owl for more than 30 
years. 

It was once a common countryside sight, 
but the bam owl has suffered from unusual 
weather patterns over the last four years and 
there may now be fewer than 1,000 breeding 
pairs in England. 

The webcam was first installed in 2010 by 
Wildlife Windows and has since provided 
hours of entertainment into homes across the 
UK and the world from breeding pairs of bam 


owls, kestrels and tawny owls. 

This year two bam owls have returned to the 
nest box and several chicks have been seen to 
hatch. 

DWT community conservation officer Sam 
Dallimore said: “We are delighted to be once 
again following the progress of the bam owls 
as they look after their young. 

“On a quiet evening it is possible to see the 
bam owls soaring over the reserve in search 
of food such as voles, mice and other small 
prey to feed their chicks. 

“There will be plenty of time to catch all the 
action on the webcam, as the chicks won’t 
leave the nest until they have all their 
plumage and are at least eight weeks old. 

“The nest box is occupied for about ten 
months of the year as, after the chicks have 
left, the male returns throughout the winter to 
roost which will be shown live on-screen in 
the Lorton Meadows Conservation Centre.” 


The webcam has had a fantastic response on 
DWT’s Twitter and Facebook pages where 
followers nationally and internationally have 
been posting photos and discussing this fas¬ 
cinating wildlife spectacle. 

Jane Doggett from New Hampshire, USA 
posted on to Facebook: “My ten-year-old 
granddaughter found your live webcam on 
the bam owl last night. She is researching 
the bam owl for a school project, so we were 
so excited to be inside the box with the 
mother, the father, one baby and four more 
eggs. We live in sunny Rumney, New Hamp¬ 
shire and we are live with the owls. Sooo ex¬ 
citing!”

Operation sees rise in positive police outcomes 


AN operation designed to im¬ 
prove Dorset Police's service to 
crime victims has seen a rise in 
positive outcomes. 

Operation Advance was 
launched in response to the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner's 
police and crime plan. Its aim is 
to increase positive outcomes 
for victims of crime to one in 
three by 2017. 

A positive outcome includes a 
charge, caution, fixed penalty 
notice, warning, community 


resolution and restorative jus¬ 
tice. 

Dorset's positive outcome 
rate has increased by 5.3 per 
cent since October 2012 and 
stood at 26.8 per cent in March 
2014. 

Operation Advance includes a 
range of measures designed to: 

• Continue to reduce crime 

• Target prolific offenders 

• Dedicated teams of officers 
to target prolific offenders and 
volume crime 


• Resolve crime in line with 
victims' expectations 

• Improve satisfaction, our 
communication with victims 
and ensuring they are kept up¬ 
dated at key stages throughout 
their case via the Victims' Bu¬ 
reau 

• Streamline how offenders 
are brought to justice, by re¬ 
ducing bureaucracy 

• Improve 'positive outcome' 
detection rates and the propor¬ 
tion of offenders brought to 


justice. 

As a result of Operation Ad¬ 
vance, 183 suspects have been 
charged with dwelling burglary 
in the last 12 months. Many 
others have been sentenced to 
prison terms and supported 
with rehabilitation. 

And out of 1,789 volume 
crime investigations carried out 
over the last 10 months, offi¬ 
cers and staff have achieved a 
positive outcome in 75 per cent 
of all cases.

AN imaginative new adaptation of Alice in Wonderland set during 
WW1, featuring innovative puppetry & live music is headed to Bridport 
on Wednesday 28 May, 6pm.The charming and evocative play is based 
on Lewis Carroll's classic and the real life Alice who inspired it. It 
combines the magic of the rabbit-hole with the story of a mother 
losing her son to World War One, as the world commemorates the 
centenary of the Great War. 

It is 1915 and, with bombs raining down outside; 63 year old Alice 
Hargreaves (nee Liddell, upon whom Lewis Carroll's original story was 
based) takes refuge in her dusty cellar, rediscovering her childhood 
amongst broken tennis racquets, old lamp shade and moth-eaten 
christening gowns. Meanwhile, her son Alan, a WW1 soldier, makes the 
same imaginary journey down the rabbit hole to escape the madness of 
war, animating the objects around her to return them both to a wonder¬ 
land of talking rabbits, mad hatters and savage queens. 

Using only words from Alice in Wonderland, Alice ingeniously brings 
the book's characters to life with puppets created from objects from 
the era and the Hargreaves'family hobbies. The play is written and 
directed by co-Artistic Director Poppy Burton-Morgan, and 
performed by Mandy Travis (founder of Lost and Found Theatre) and 


Jack Parker {War Horse and The Magic Flute, ENO/Complicite). 

Poppy Burton-Morgan: "Alice is a testament to the power of 
imagination - characters and audience alike invest in a world where a 
pile of books becomes a caterpillar, a gas mask a sobbing turtle - where 
the imagination is what transports 
us from our own realities to a 
dream of wonderland." 

Alice in Wonderland was conjured 
up for Alice Liddell by the Reverend 
Charles Dodgson during a boating 
trip in 1862. Two years later, he 
wrote the story out accompanied 
by his own delightful illustrations, 
which he then expanded and 
published (under the pen name 
Lewis Carroll) in 1865.

SAM LEE'S GYPSY HEART 


SAM Lee is one of Britain's finest singers and the 
most cogent force of his generation in British folk 
music; an heir to the great revival during the 
1950s and 60s led by Martin Carthy and the Wa- 
tersons, and Fairport Convention in their wake. 
Lee brings contemporary folk music back to 
whence much of it came: Roma, Gypsies and 
Scottish and Irish Travellers, who have passed 
these songs from generation to generation, over 
centuries. He scours Britain for those whom 
many avoid or despise - travellers in camps or 
housed - to learn their lore and songs. And a first 
collection makes up his debut album: Ground of 
Its Own, nominated for a Mercury award last 
year. 

Special adviser to Lee is Joe Boyd; the alchemist 
of modern English folk, the man who, apart from 
producing Bob Dylan's first electric set at New¬ 
port, discovered and brought forth Fairport Con¬ 
vention, Sandy Denny and Richard Thompson, 
Syd Barrett, the Incredible String Band, Nick 
Drake and others. 

"Two things stopped me dead in my tracks 
when I heard him," says Boyd, "one is that he's 
learned something very important about howto 
sing a song. Sam didn't learn from people who 
had learned from other people. If you go around 
Gypsy camps to learn from the originals, it makes 
for a totally different way of singing. 

"The second important thing, if not the most 
important, is rhythm. There was a time when 
most folk revivalists moved away from unaccom¬ 
panied ballad singing.The Watersons had raised 
the bar and the way to manage was to play folk 


music with a guitar, which for most people 
brought you rhythmically into a ubiquitous kind 
of mid-Atlantic country-blues thing. To avoid it, 
you had to play like Martin Carthy or Richard 
Thompson, who rooted what they did in dance 
rhythms, but for most it's that plodding guitar, 
and singing to match. 

"Sam has leapt forward and over all that. He 
sings these rhythms that are abstract, but to the 
extent they're rooted in anything, they're rooted 
in the unaccompanied ballad. His voice floats in 


the way the unaccompanied singers float, rhyth¬ 
mically. Then he brings these wonderful colours 
to the rhythm." 

But, Boyd adds: "All this of course is secondary 
to talent. He has this extraordinary talent, energy, 
charisma and musicality."

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Wall to wall advice 


Wallpaper as a concept may 
have come back into fashion - 
but that doesn't mean every de¬ 
sign of it is. So if your home is a 
nightmare of swirly, flowery or 
textured wallpaper (unless that's 
your taste, of course), what can 
you do about it? 

Painting over the wallpaper is 
the easiest option, and using a 
basecoat emulsion - Crown 
Paints does a good one - will 
make it easier still. Basecoats 
are designed to cover patterns 
and strong colours in fewer 
coats than it would take with 
standard emulsion, saving you 
time and effort. 

The problem with painting over 
wallpaper, especially if it's been 
up for years, is that it will even¬ 
tually start to come away from 
the wall, often at the seams. If it 
has already begun to do this, 
you can remove the affected 
sections of wallpaper with a 
craft knife and cover the miss¬ 
ing bits with filler - although this 
isn't a great long-term solution. 
You can also simply paint tex¬ 
tured wallpaper, but this only 
works if you like the texture. 
Textured wallpaper was often 
used in the past to cover up 
less-than-perfect walls, so if 
you do decide to get rid of it, be 
prepared to do some replaster¬ 
ing (especially as plaster can 
come away with the wallpaper 
when you strip it off). 

If you can't face the cost and 
mess of replastering, filler (or, in 
the worst cases, plaster repair 
and skim products) can work 
wonders, but this filling and 
then sanding can be very time- 
consuming and will only go so 
far. 

Some walls are beyond repair, 
unless you line or replaster 
them, and even then you often 
have to fill and sand, especially 




if the plasterer before you has 
been a bit sloppy. 

Newly plastered walls and ceil¬ 
ings can develop hairline cracks, 
especially over lath and plaster 
or if the plaster is 'force' dried 
with heat, in which case lining 
paper or wallpaper will hold in 
the cracks. Alternatively, Poly¬ 
cell Flexible Gap Polyfilla (£2.89, 
amazon.co.uk) is the best filler 
I've found to keep hairlines 
cracks looking at their best. 

If you opt for lining paper, 
paste-the-wall 
ones are the 
easiest to use, 
as you simply 
apply wallpa¬ 
per paste to 
the wall with a 
brush or roller 
and then hang 
the paper. You 
don't have to 
wait for the 
paste to soak 


into the paper and you don't 
have to grapple with soggy 
lengths of paper. 

While replastering gives a better 
finish, thick lining paper can be 
used to improve the appear¬ 
ance of lumpy walls - that said, 
the lumps and bumps will still 
be noticeable if light falls across 
them (lamps are one of the 
worst offenders). 

Blown plaster (plaster that's 
spongy and moves slightly 
when pressed on) can also be 
held in place with lining paper, 
as long as you don't put any 
weight, such as tiles, shelves, or 
coat hooks, on it. 

If your walls have seen better 
days in terms of smoothness, 
the best way to enhance un¬ 
even walls is to use a chalky or 
flat-matt emulsion. Paint with 
any kind of sheen, such as silk 
emulsion, will emphasise the 
flaws, so avoid it at all costs.

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192mph Audi A3 Clubsport Quattro Concept 



THE Audi S3 Saloon surrenders to the 
Worthersee treatment this month, swap¬ 
ping its already potent 300PS output for a 
mighty 525PS and metamorphosing into 
the A3 clubsport quattro concept for the 
annual meeting of fans of the Volkswagen 
Group brands in Reifnitz, Germany (May 
28-31). 

Adding 600Nm of torque to the mix cour¬ 
tesy of a 2.5-litre, five-cylinder TFSI engine 
which replaces the S3 Saloon's four-cylin- 
derTFSI, the A3 clubsport quattro concept 
will be the Audi star of a show that will also 
include the 420PS Audi TT quattro sport 
concept and a host of other Audi models. 

"The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 


shows our car and tuning fans at the 
Worthersee just how much sporty poten¬ 
tial there is in the A3 family and in our top- 
of-the-line engines such as the 2.5 TFSI. We 
have pushed the limits in every respect 
with this show car: power, dynamics, 
sound, design,"says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hacken- 
berg, Member of the Board of Manage¬ 
ment for Technical Development. 

The powerful five-cylinder TFSI engine is 
already available in the first ever SUV to 
wear the renowned RS badge - the RS Q3. 
The turbocharged engine with direct injec¬ 
tion boasts an impressive CV- since 2010, 
it has been voted "International Engine of 
the Year" in its category four times in suc¬ 


cession. 

192mph potential 

In the show car, the 2,480 cc five-cylinder 
unit has a specific output of 211 PS per 
litre, and combined with a kerb weight of 
1,527kg the power-to-weight ratio of the 
concept stands at an impressive 343.8PS 
per ton. The 600 Nm (442.5 Ib/ft) torque 
peak is available between 2,300 and 6,000 
rpm, pushing the A3 clubsport quattro 
concept from 0 to 62 mph in 3.6 seconds 
on the way to a top speed of 192 mph. Ex¬ 
tensive modifications make this extreme 
performance possible. These include a 
large turbocharger with up to 1.5 bar of rel¬ 
ative boost pressure and a modified inter¬ 
cooler. 

The basic concept behind the five-cylin¬ 
der already makes it a special engine. The 
1 -2-4-5-3 ignition sequence gives it its own 
unique rhythm, which in the A3 clubsport 
quattro concept is reinforced by an intake 
and exhaust system designed for maxi¬ 
mum throughput. The characteristic sound 
of this TFSI engine is a throaty snarl. In ad¬ 
dition to its distinctive sound and technol¬ 
ogy, the 2.5 TFSI also looks stunning set 
beneath its carbon fibre-reinforced poly¬ 
mer (CFRP) bonnet. 

The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 
features a seven-speed S tronic transmis¬ 
sion with a compact three-shaft layout. Its 
tall seventh gear reduces fuel consump¬ 
tion, and the final gear ratio has been mod¬ 
ified accordingly. The driver can allow the 


dual-clutch transmission to work fully au¬ 
tomatically in modes D and S or choose to 
change gears manually using the paddles 
on the steering wheel or the shift lever. A 
launch control function manages starts 
with maximum power and controlled 
wheel slip. 

The heart of the quattro all-wheel drive 
system is a hydraulically activated, multi¬ 
plate clutch on the rear axle that has been 
specially designed for the high torque of 
the powerful five-cylinder. Like the engine 
management system, its electronic con¬ 
troller is integrated into the Audi drive se¬ 
lect driving dynamics system for the best 
configurable dynamics in any situation re¬ 
quired by the driver. 


The clutch can direct a portion of the 
torque from the front to the rear axle if the 
driver turns sharply into a corner. Its ad¬ 
vanced chassis enables the Audi A3 club¬ 
sport quattro concept to deliver its 
tremendous power to the tarmac with im¬ 
pressive control and composure. 

Aluminium components in the front 
MacPherson suspension reduce the weight 
of the unsprung masses. The four- link rear 
suspension can process the longitudinal 
and transverse forces separately. The steer¬ 
ing rack of the progressive steering system 
is designed so that the steering ratio be¬ 
comes more direct with increasing steering 
input. In addition, steering boost decreases 
as speed increases.

Racing - Bob Buckler stable 


Encouraging runs to close Buckler's season 


HAVING settled in the foothills of 
the Quantocks on his new farm, for¬ 
mer local trainer Bob Buckler has 
turned all his horses out for the 
summer whilst he prepares the 
yard for next season. 

The 57-year-old made the move 
from Henley a month ago to return 
to his original roots of farming and 
training horses. 

Having had a winning start at 
Cheltenham with Tinker Time the 
first day he moved in, the six-year 
old followed up that success with a 
third place behind stablemate 
Somerset Lias at Exeter. 

Both ran well in and were always 
in touch at the front in the 2m7f 
Strategic Solutions Financial Advis¬ 
ers Handicap Hurdle but were just 


beaten 3 A length by winner 
Dragon's Den. 

TinkerTime in fact moved to head 
the race along the back straight 
heading for home with Somerset 
Lias in close attention as they 
turned into the final run. 

However, Tom Scudamore 
brought Dragon's Den through to 
take up the lead two out, and all 
three battled it out to the line, with 
Somerset Lias just touching offTin- 
kerTime by a neck. 

Buckler said: "They were both su¬ 
perb and gave very good accounts 
of themselves, and will definitely 
be running three miles. 

"Tinker Time has matured just 
that bit more that Somerset Lias 
who will come through next year. 


He will probably have another race 
over hurdles before joining Tinker 
over fences." 

Redlynch Rock who had run well 
in finishing fifth at Newton Abbot 
last month found the ground too 
soft at Wincanton and was pulled 
up two out when fourth in the 
South-West Racing Club Handicap 
Hurdle over 2 3 A miles. 

"They watered the ground and 
then had a lot of rain overnight 
which made it too soft for him, and 
Liam (Heard) pulled him up when 
he started choking, which means 
he might well need an operation in 
the summer." 

There is good news for Buckler 
followers as Mizzurka will soon be 
returning to the yard together with 


her yearling colt the result of her 
being covered by Black Sam Bel¬ 
lamy who is full brother to cham¬ 
pion sire Galileo. 

Buckler, who is part owner of the 
colt, will begin his education dur¬ 
ing the summer, whilst mum ar¬ 
rives in foal again having been 
covered by Yeats, three times win¬ 
ner of the Ascot Gold Cup. 

River Reine, owned and trained 
by Buckler who retired in 2008, was 
another classy horse who will be re¬ 
turning to the yard soon. She is also 
in foal having been covered by Irish 
Derby winner Frozen Fire. 

There will be no more reports on 
the Buckler yard until the begin¬ 
ning of July when the horses return 
after their summer holidays.
